The Presbyterian Synod. 


The Presbyterian Synod ot Georgia and 
Florida, met at Tallahassee, the 24th ult. 
Rev. D. H. Porter of Savannah, Moderator, 
opencd the session with a fine sermon. 

Rev. N. L. Buttolph, of Marietta, was 
elected as Moderator. 

Thirty-five ministers and thirteen elders 
were in attendance. Thechief subject was 
the Oglethorpe University. Macon and 
LaGrange were spoken of, but after an ex- 
citing and long discussion for several days, 
Atlanta was selected by a hearty unani- 
mous vote. Rev. H. B. Cunningham was 
elected President. 

Among those who favored Atlanta, we 
notice D. Wills; those who opposed, were 
James Woodrow, C. W. Lane, J. J. Gres- 
ham, and others. 

A number of new Churches were organ- 
ized. There is a large increase in the num- 
ber of young men preparing for the min- 
istry. 

We glean these items from the Tallahas- 
see Floridian. 
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Cuba. 


Cuba has 36,000 square miles and is di- 
vided into the Spanish colony and the Re- 
public. 

The Spanish colony of Cuba covers 11.- 
862 square miles, with a pepulation of 836.- 
275 people; white 450,670; colored 385 605 
It is divided into 17 districts. It has 759 
sugar plantations: 776 coffee, 9.475 tobacco 
and 2.480 grazing farms. Of these people. 
one-third are for the Cuban cause. 

The Republic of Cuba covers 23,896 equare 

miles, or four-sixths of the Island; with a 
population of 592,592; of which 513 990 
are white; 208,608 colored. It is divided 
into 15 districts, with 656 sugar planta- 
tions: 220 coffee; 2747 tobacco and 6,728 
grazing farms. 

The Republic has 12.0383 more square 
miles, but 48,798 less people; 108 less sugar 
plantations; 556 less coffee; 6,728 less to- 
bacco plantations than the Spanish colony. 

The value of a sugar estate ranges from 
$250.000 to $2.500,000. The average price 
is $550,000. The Spaniards have econfisea— 
ted 153 Cuben plantations. The Cubans 
bave burned 160 Spanish sugar estates. 

These figures will show the value of 
Cuba. They are furnished by the Cuban 
representatives to Gen. Banks, to be laid 
before Congress, and published by the Sun.

Georgia Coal. 


We had a call yesterday from Mr. Jolin 
H. King. of Dalton, who is prospeeting for 
coal near Dalton. He tells us that the 
chances are fine. He has opened a vein of 
growing excellence. He has reached some 
forty feet in the ground between strata of 
slate. The vein of coal thickens every step, 
and improves. It is now about four and a 
half feet thick, and no limit to its width. 
Occasionally, broad streaks of the purest 
coal develop, showing that he is on the 
track of the genuine article. Already the 
coal is good enough for blacksmith’s pur- 
poses. 

The experienced miners who are work- 
ing, are confident that another week will 
develop the mine. 

This is certainly glorious news, and a 
matter of gratification all over Georgia. 

While on the subject of coal. we will al- 
lude to a matter Of general interest to our 
people. We hear grave rumors of a com- 
bination of State Road official® with eval 
merchants in the city, whereby transporta- 
tion is furnished only to certain parties for 
the Tennessee coal, in injurious discrimina- 
tion against other coal merchants. 

The effect is to create a monopoly in the 
coal business, detrimental to the interests 

of the whole coal-using citizens of the 
‘State. It must result in carrying up the 
price of coal by diminishing proper com- 
petition. It is a prostitution of the State 
Road. It is most reprehensible, if true, and 
needs looking into. 

We trust it is not true, but there are s.1s- 
picious circumstances pointing to it.

The Washington correspondent of the 
New York Times writes in the following 
gentle way about Georgia. 

The Slander Mill seems to be reviving. 
The Tribune hitherto did the unclean work 
ofaspersion. Unsder Raymond’s and Bige- 
low’s administrations, the Times didn’t 
stoop to this warfare. 

Is the Times playing its part ina con- 
certed scheme? The probabilities are that 
the Mill will work vigorously for a while.

RicuMonpD, December 3.—In the Board of 
Trade, Monroe had the floor on unfinished 
business of yesterday, it being a resolu- 
tion for a double track railway from the 
center of the chief source of grain and 
pro''uce in the West, to the Atlantic sea- 
board. 
He showed thata double track road, 1,- 
200 miles long. with trains starting every 
five minutea. having 3,000 trains on the 
track, with 54,000 cars in constant motion 
for 365 days in the year, would have a ca- 
pacity of only fifteen ani three-fourths 
million tons each way, While the Virginia 
water line, with boats of two hundred and 
eighty tons, and double deck, and uaed 
only 300 days in the year, would have a 
capacity of over sixteen million tons each 
way. The whole subject was then laid 
on the table by 30 to 13. 
Nineteenth Proposition. Niagara Ship 
Canal. <A_ resolution was offered by Mr. 
Bagley. of Detroit, urging upon Congress 
the necessity of the construction of a ship 
eanal around Niagara Falls, conneeting 
Lakes Erie and Onturio. and appointing 
a Committee to memorialize Congress on 
the subject. 

Hie explained that Congress was not 
asked to give any aid to the work. The 
resolution was advocated by Bagley. of 
De'ro t. Dove, of Chicago, Hatton, of Wis- 
consin, Opdyke, of New York, and others. 
Thev urged it as net only a sectional, buta 
natiounl necessity. The whole shipping of 
the West. which might be needed as a navy 
by the government some day, is locke up 
where it can never reach the ocean. The 
cost is variously estimated as ranging from 
six to twelve millions. It is nothing 
compared with the vital necessity for it 
here. It is a chain of water lines. twelve 
thousand miles long, obstructed by the Ni- 
xgara Falls. an obstruction which may be 
overcome for a few million dollars; that 
sooner or later, Canada would of her own 
choice be a part of the United States. and 
the commerce of this canal now to flow 
through the St. Lawrence river, would then 
be going through one of our own rivers. 
The Welland Canal, the only existing out- 
let for produce except the Erie Canal, can 
only receive vessels with twenty thousand 
bushels of grain, while a larger portion ot 
the shipping on lakes carry forty thousand 
bushels. Mr. Dupuy, of Boston, said it 
must be evident to all that the relations o! 
Canada are soon to be changed, as the 
movements in that Dominion ciearly indi- 
cate. In view of the important change, he 
thought delay in action on this aubject, ad- 
visable. 

Mr. Taylor, of St. Paul, gave a history ot 
Government; in part looking to the 
union of Canada with the United States. 
and the cause3 of the Winnebago war and 
other movements in British Columbia, 
looking to the same end. All this he 
thought rather only strengthened the ar- 
gument for immediate action on this sub- 
ject. 

The resolution was defeated for want of 
a two-thirds yote, and being reconsidered, 
was adopted, ayes 44; nays 22. 

Seventeenth Proposition: Regulation of 
railway freight charges. Richards, of 
Chicago, offered a resolution asking 
Congress to fix a rate to be charged 
for transportation of freight and passen- 
gers on each railroad in the United 
States, and the rate to be based on a rea- 
sonable income for the money invested in 
each. Hesaid many roads had fictitious 
capital of several millions of dollars, and 
upon this the public was made to pay in- 
terest. Railroads were public institutions, 
and fit subjects forthe interference of law 
making power. Aftera brief opposition 
from Hastie, of South Carolina, the reso- 
lution was tabled. | 

Twentieth and Twenty-first propositions 
referring to the James River and Kanawha 
Canal, and the Northern Pacitic Lailroad, 
were postponed till to-morrow. 

A resolution for establishing a system of 
meteorolog‘’c il observations, to‘give warn- 
ing of coming storms on the lakes and 
ocean, for the benefit of commerce, was 
referred to the Executive Council 

The twenty-second proposition was then 
taken up. It comes up from the Baltimore 
Board in the shape of a resolution, offering 
their confidence in the general principles 
of the National banking law, but believing 
tlvat the curreney is too limited, and ask- 
ing the circulation of National bank notes 
to 300 millio: s 

On motionof Mr. Ropes, of Boston, the 
28d proposition, recommending to Con- 
gressthe adoption of measures to hasten 
the restoration of the specie standard of 
value, coming up from the Boston Board. 
was also tak¢n up and both discussed to- 
gether. 

Mr. Kirkland, of Baltimore, explained 
that though proposition 22d came trom the 
Baltimore Board, it was not endorsed by it. 
He went on to advocate resumption of 
specie payment. An incidental denounc- 
ing of repudiation was loudly applauded 
He offvred a resolution referring those two 
propositions and the twenty-fourth, which 
recommended the repeal of the tax on 
State Bank notes, to a committee to report 
at this session of the Board. 

Mr. Ropes, of Boston, suid, money like 
weights and measures, ig useful only in 
connection with other commodities, and 
can only be employed to measure and ex- 
change values; that paper money is 
only a certificate of transfer of real money: 
that no Government has a right to leave its 
obligations overdue, and that no return to 
specie psy ment is possible until the equi- 
librium of values is restored; that prices 
are now inflated. and have been made so 
by the increase of irredeemable credit and 
we must now reverse the process. 

The government must allow the green- 
backs to be funded, and banks must be 
made to increase thelr capital or diminish 
their liabilities. This will not disturb in- 
dustry, but only check illegitimate specu 

lation. Ifit is not been, then the only al- 
ternatives are bankruptcy and repudiation. 
He advocated the issue of four per cent. of 
thirty — bonds, payable in gold princi- 
ple and interest, which could be sold for 
greenbacks, and the greenbacks thus drawn 
i .

GEORGIA: 


By BRufus B. Bulleck, Governor of 
said State. 


| To the Fecple of Georgia: 


The recent renewal of active hostilities against 
the person and property of eolorcd citizens and 


secret assassins in certain portions of the State, 
seems to indicate a concert of action and a pur- 
pose on the part of said organizations to persist 
in defying the civil law. 

It therefore behooves the good people of this 
State to sceto it that the commonwealth be not 
further injur.d and defamed by the acts of per- 
sons who, it is believed, are wholy without in. 
terest in, or regard for, the welfare of the State. 

It is the duty of every county, town, or muni- 
cipal corporate authority to ensure perfect pre- 
tection for life and property to every resident 
within their borders; and, whereas, in many cases 
the local officials fail to exercise efficient means 
to secure this result, the gocd citizens within euch 
limits—those having a material interest at stake, 
or the best interest of the State at heart—should 
see to itthat prompt measures are at once taken 
under the civil law to arrest and bring to punish- 
ment the members of these organizations of 
secret robbers and assassins Under the statutes 
at present in foree, the Excontive is prevented 
from taking active measures for the suppression 
of civil disorders, and it is therefore all the more 
important that every good cilizen should feel it 
his individual duty to become 4 peaee officer, and 
to aid in securing to every inhabitant that per- 
fect protection guaranteed by the Constitution, 
and without which we can never enjoy either 
civil liberty or material prosperty. 

Outrages such as have heretofore and are now 
again disgracing our State, can not be tolerated 
orexcused without involving the whole commu- 
nity. 

The time has arrived when these outrages must 
cease, or the good people of the whole State wil! 
be held responsible for their continuance. 

To theend that no motive may be wanting to 
stimulate the people to ac ion in bringing to 
punishment the violators of the law, I hereby 
offer a reward of Five Thousand Dollars each for 
the arrest, with evidence te convict, of the person 
or persons engaged in the murder of Hon. Joseph 
Adkins, white,a Republican Senator of the 19th 
District.
